Aureo & Calico Auction 307 (April 25) 

A&C has a live auction in Barcelona on April 25th. The auction is comprised of 750 lots 
of ancient and world coins, paper money and medals. There is an e-sale the day before 
of lower end material. I noticed a fair amount of decent Republican coins and a few 
decent Greek pieces. The auction can be viewed on either Sixbid or Numisbids if you 
want to see what they have. I can help assist if you need so please reach out. 


DNW Auction Live Auction (April 25) 

For those of you interested in early Anglo-Saxon or British Hammered coins, DNW has 
an interesting array of 290 coins. Everything from early sceattas to a small group of 
coins from the Cuerdale Hoard. Some of you may have noticed my interest in Anglo- 











Saxon and hammered coins. If you also like these coins you should check out this 
auction. 


CNG E Auction 419 (April 25) 

There are 710 coins in this upcoming e-auction. One can always find good quality and 
decent prices (at least starting prices!) at these bi-monthly auctions. More exciting is 
probably the 108th Mail Bid Sale which closes in May just after the Swiss auctions. There 
are some very beautiful pieces that you might want to save your pennies for. 


Peus Auction 422 (April 26-27) 

Peus has a whopping 2,108 lots of ancients coins being auctioned off at their Frankfurt, 
Germany location over the course of two days. I’ve always been impressed with the little 
gems I find in the Peus auctions. Pedigrees are typically pretty prevalent throughout 
and the quality of the material high. I will likely participate online or by phone for larger 
bids so please get in touch soon if you have interest. 


Upcoming Swiss Auctions (May 9-11) 

NAC, Nomos and Leu all have impressive auctions jam-packed into three hectic days. 
NAC’s auction is absolutely breathtaking with over 1,700 lots of pedigreed pieces that all 
collectors can fawn over. I’m truly looking forward to holding some of these gems 
again before they are auctioned off to their new owners. I hope that some of my 
customers can welcome these into their collections. Competition will be fierce I’m sure. 

Nomos and NAC unfortunately will overlap by a few hours so many of us dealers will be 
racing across town from NAC to Nomos to catch their auction. My plan is likely to leave 
some of the later bids with a trusted colleague and head over to Nomos to fully enjoy 
their auction which also has some fabulous pieces. 

The second Leu auction is on the nth at the same location that Nomos has their 
auctions, however, viewing will be at the available before the auction at their offices in 
Winterhur. The auction doesn’t start until 4 p.m. on the 11th so dealers can view lots at 
the auction location as well on the day of.

Philip V had the distinction of being the last real Greek king to wage a major battle before 
complete domination by Rome. With Rome busy fighting Carthage, Philip V gathered the 
troops and attempted to gain territory in the Aegean with only Rhodes and Pergamum 
remaining hostile. Unfortunately the great naval battle between the powers resulted in a loss 
by Philip. 

This battle did not ultimately decide the fate ofMacedon. Philip continued his course and 
attempted to overpower the emerging Roman armies. He eventually signed a peace treaty 
with Rome but his enemies at Pergamum continued to create tensions and suspicion between 
Rome and Macedon. Infighting within the family between Philip’s two sons resulted in one 
son being executed by his father. Philip died only a year later and was replaced by his elder 
son Perseus who ruled as the last king ofMacedon. 

Philip V was routinely compared to Alexander the Great. He was evidently a very attractive 
young man and commanded the attention that Alexander had some 100 years earlier. 

This coin has an illustrious pedigree going back to 1909. It was part of the Lockett collection 
and was a duplicate auctioned off by the British Museum. This practice of trading duplicates 
was common in the early 1900’s and continued well into the 1970’s.

Grade: An impeccable pedigree and owned by the prolific collector Richard Cyril Lockett. 
Pretty cabinet toning with minor overall wear. A delightful piece. EF
